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DETAILED ACTION 

This office action is in response to applicant's communication of 2/23/2009. 
Currently claims 1-11 are pending and rejected below. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 2/23/2009 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. The elements disclosed in LIND are fully capable of satisfying all 
structural, functional, spatial, and operational limitations in the amended claims, as 
currently written, and the rejection is made and proper. See below discussion. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-1 1 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Lund (U.S. 
Patent 5,273,190). Lund discloses a syringe for dispensing foam (see abstract and 
paragraph at column 1 lines 15-25) comprising a syringe plunger (32) with a waste 
chamber (interior space which components 16 and 18 are contained in) with wall holes 
(100) and flexible walls (42), with inlets (88) in the plunger and a syringe barrel (12) 
having a nozzle (22) and bore (near 52) to receive plunger. Further note rigid walled 
chamber or inextensible frame as shown in figure 1 and see figure 2 concerning claim 7 
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concerning claim 8 note holes 88. Concerning kit source of foam note elements 16 and 
18 pressurized liquid/gas. Concerning the method with the steps of connecting the 
syringe to the foam (figure 2) dispensing a flow of foam into the syringe (figure 5), 
whereby the flow of foam initially enters the chamber (also shown in figure 5) and the 
flow of foam pushes the plunger back in the barrel and fills syringe (figure 6). 

Concerning applicant's newly added claim language of amendments from 
2/23/2009. Concerning "front face" see figure 2 and plunger near 32. Further the Lind 
reference plunger is provided with a "seal", the material between 32 (plunger) and inner 
surface of bore or waste chamber (interior space which components 1 6 and 1 8 are 
contained in). It is applicants position that the contents of 16 and 18 are sealed from 
the area outside for the front face of the plunger, "thereby preventing flow of foam past 
the front face of the plunger" see figure 2. Further note various holes or vents internal 
waste chamber (100, area before 100, 88, space outside of 32 around 104, outside 
opening near 58, ect.).
